In view of the papers filed 07/11/07, it has been found that. Adding inventor Gerald 
Gontarz has changed the inventorship of this application. 

The application will be forwarded to the Office of Initial Patent Examination (OIPE) for 
issuance of a corrected filing receipt, and correction of Office records to reflect the inventorship 
as corrected. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-38 and 40-51 are allowed. 

Reissue Applications 

This application is objected to under 37 CFR 1.172(a) as lacking the proper patentees 
name. For example, the proper patentees name should be: —Vladimir A. Stoy, et al— . 

A proper assent of the patentees name is required in reply to this Office action. 

This application is objected to under 37 CFR 1.172(a) as lacking the written consent of 
all assignees owning an undivided interest in the patent. The consent of the assignee must be in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.172. See MPEP § 1410.01. 

A proper assent of the assignee in compliance with 37 CFR 1.172 and 3.73 is required in 
reply to this Office action. 

In the Consent of Assignee, filed on 07/23/03, discloses Replication Medical, Inc. as the 
assignee owing the undivided interest of the original patent.

Finally, the applicant should filed the Assignment 3 papers of US Patent 6,264,695 
having a Reel number of 019181 and a frame number 0487 in the reissue application and not in 
the patent itself since Gerald Gontarz is NOT an inventor listed on the original patent and 
therefore that Assignment should not be valid, (basically, Gerald has no patent rights to assign in 
the original patent but will in the reissue).

So, the applicant should first probably re-file the assignment for the *new* inventor in 
the reissue application. The applicant also needs to be sure they have filed the correct consent of 
assignee and 3.37b info which should cover BOTH inventors (currently only have info for 
previously named inventor).
